Three Types Tests 


Tests fall into about three general types 
their purposes. The purpose 
may determine index the pu- 
intelligence, index his achieve- 
ments, index weaknesses and 
strengths. The teacher history pri- 
marily interested the latter two types 
when she constructs her own tests. The 
achievement tests tend measure the 
child’s knowledge given unit sub- 
ject after has spent some time studying 
that unit subject.

Which Form Test? 


There are large variety questions 
and forms which can, general, clas- 
sified under few headings. The one prob- 
ably best known and doubt the oldest 
type used the essay type. This still

considered many the most valuable 
revealing the pupil’s depth knowledge. 
When the responses are carefully studied, 
the essay test should reveal much about 
the pupil’s habit neatness, his habit 
study, his ability organize, his ability 
express his thoughts understandable 
phrases, and his knowledge the topic 
being studied. 

Another form quite generally used and 
likewise quite generally adversely criticized 
the true-false type. basis for direct- 
ing study discussion, may have real 
place. Fact questions can stated satis- 
factorily this form, far securing 
responses concerned. 

The completion type question has 
restricted use. kept within this use, 
probably the most valid all forms. 
most adapted testing for specific in- 
formation, dealing does mostly with 
dates, numbers, and proper names. Since 
stresses verbal learning, its use the 
field social studies should exceed- 
ingly infrequent. 

The matching exercise aims test un- 
derstanding technical vocabulary and 
relationships between important events and 
not, however, very adaptable short 
units study. its construction care 
must taken that the items used are 
highly homogeneous. 

The multiple-choice exercise probably 
the best type use the field social 
that this type should 
used the exclusion all others, but 
rather that will appear combination 
with all others.

Among the numerous other variations, 
the chronology time exercise com- 
monly used form. This form has about 
three variations. The least used consists 
only names and dates. The second con- 
sists brief description important 
aspect, consequence, implication 
event rather than the name only. The third 
type similar the second, except that 
the wording such that the pupil must 
have appreciation the event well 
earlier later events. This latter form 
requires realization sequential rela- 
tions rather than merely knowledge 
specific dates and names. 


The Qualities Good Tests 


Tests constructed the teacher must 
worked out carefully they are be- 
come effective instruments for teaching.

Cover the various areas; for example, 
social studies, political, economic, and 
the social.

Take into account the goals in- 
struction, the objective the unit and 
course, and the philosophy the school.

The starting point, 
seems, lead them realize that

suppose that science requires wholly 
mistaken. The scientific method, true, 
requires that all hypotheses the natural 
sciences verified appeal sense 
data. But has nothing whatever say 
the question whether there are other aspects 
reality besides those which appear the 
senses. course, the natural sciences, which 
deal with sense data alone, must abstract from 
neglect such aspects reality. But 
neglect them not deny their existence. 
were, all higher values and norms, 
well the spiritual activities, governed 
them, would have denied reality. More- 
over, the humanities and social sciences would 
forced restrict themselves the descrip- 
tion sense data and refuse make any 
normative judgments whatsoever. The ab- 
surdity this result enough itself 
condemn the assumption. 

not primary purpose, however, 
criticize Naturalism and the assumption upon 
which rests, but rather point out two 
consequences its corollary, secularism. 
One these concerns the spiritual life and 
the culture which its expression. The other 
concerns social institutions, and more partic- 
ularly those democracy. The thesis shall 
maintain that secularism leads the dis- 
integration both the higher spiritual life and 
the fundamental social institutions men. 
Let begin with the spiritual life. 


The Disintegration Culture 

Perhaps the most striking thing about 
modern secular culture its lack homo- 
geneity. has divided itself into plurality 
activities which are unrelated to, and often 
war with, one another. There are two 
reasons for this. The first that secularism 
denies the right religion serve the 
basis unity for all human activities. 
may tolerate religion until has been 
ciently undermined attacked openly. 
But tolerates merely one human 
equal, terms with others. The second reason 
that the divorce the other human activ- 
ities from religion makes them independent 
one another well, and reducing them 
the same level prevents any one them 
from taking the place religion the basis 
unity. Since the collapse the unity 
medieval Christendom every attempt make 
one human interest the basic principle all 
culture has failed completely. There have

thinking primarily Naturalism its material- 
istic and positivistic forms. The point view those 


who represent compromise between Naturalism and 


Idealism not here considered. 
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tion and feeling, science and technology, 
and material prosperity and comfort. But 
none these interests and combination 
them has proved itself capable for any 
length time drawing all the others into 
its service even making them its permanent 
allies. Sooner later the claim any single 
interest superiority has provoked reaction 
from others. Thus the claim beauty has 
been challenged that goodness, the claim 
reason that sentiment, the claim 
prosperity for the individual that 
sacrifice for the state. The reason obvious: 


_the only interest which can justly claim supe- 


riority all others is, not interest any 
single finite good, but interest the 
infinite Source finite goods which includes 
and gives meaning them all. 

Now, this “fragmentation” human life 
into separate and independent activities im- 
plies the “autonomy” each them. That 
is, each the major forms activity seeks 
its own distinctive end and follows its own 
distinctive laws, without reference the 
others life whole. Each con- 
ceived aiming particular kind value 
and being completely indifferent all other 
values. 

The point may illustrated brief 
reference modern economic and aesthetic 
theory. Opinions may differ the in- 
fluence upon modern economic practice the 
theory “economic man” who always 
aims profit buying the cheapest and 
selling the dearest market. The interesting 
thing that such hypothesis should 
considered useful the description 
economic behavior. Certainly the economic 
theory the best Greek and Medieval 
thinkers moves along very different lines. What 
would have seemed strange Aristotle and 
Aquinas not, course, that men should 
seek profit their economic life, but that 
they should described seeking profit 
alone. true that the hypothetical 
nomic man” the modern theory may 
the same time moral man and social 
being, and his economic behavior will 
modified that fact. But far 
“economic man” pure and simple, 
will regard moral and political considerations 
external his economic activity and hence 
restraints imposed upon from the out- 
side. this way, economic activity becomes 
independent everything beyond itself and 
regulated its own distinctive laws alone. 

This, course, only theory, but 
significant that should have been proposed 
all. still more significant that certain 
modern theories art should manifest 
similar point view. According these, the 
aesthetic life thing apart. Art aims 
“expression” “significant form” for its own 
sake and without any concern for truth, 
goodness, other values. Its purity must 
protected from contamination any value 
except the aesthetic. Indeed, each work art 
separate world, without any relation what- 
ever any world beyond its own. 
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The Principle Autonomy 

This division human life into in- 
dependent, autonomous activities, which 
the economic and aesthetic are but two, has 
had its advantages. These advantages have 
all been due the recognition one funda- 
mental fact: the values aimed civilized 
man differ from one another and must 
realized each its own way. The full rec- 
ognition this fact has come only modern 
times. 

Nevertheless, there fatal weakness 
the principle: quite incapable bring- 
ing organic unity into the cultural and spir- 
itual life; have seen, its meaning lies 
precisely its denial such unity. 
synthesis various independent activities 
combining their results. the search for 
such synthesis which explains the demand 
college students for courses which will serve 
integrate the truths gained from several 
departments into inclusive system truth. 
also inspires the moral ideal life 
which combines interest many kinds 
values with desire attain maximum 
value the whole. far goes, this 
quest for synthesis truths and values 
practicable and laudable. But should 
recognized that can never lead anything 
more than partial unity, sort halfway 
house between complete disintegration and the 
organic unity need. The truth is, any 
sythesis which attained combining truths 
and values arrived independence each 
other can little more than sum parts 
external relation one another. 

But the nature the spiritual life such 
that can satisfied with nothing less than 
organic unity. For there any being 
which organically one the sense that its 
parts and functions are internally related 
one another, the human spirit. is, 
course, true that the process integration 
which attains complete unity slow 
and painful one, and never completed. 
During that process, moreover, division and 
conflict may times appear deeper 
than unity. But the spiritual life its best 
there fundamental unity alike the ends 
sought and the seeking. The differences 
between the ends like truth, 
beauty, virtue, love, holiness may easily 
magnified and the claims one opposed 
those the others. But the inter- 
dependence and interpenetration such values 
which impresses most. 

Plato’s profound insight into this fact makes 
him one the great masters the spiritual 
life. the virtues depend upon reason, the 
good man must rational man. But the 
rational man must also good man. Thus, 
takes more than intellectual qualities such 
retentiveness and capacity for generalization 
make philosopher. Moral qualities, espe- 
cially that liberality and disinterestedness 
mind which above petty and worldly inter- 
ests, are equally necessary. For the intellectual 
eye can contemplate reality only when 
sensual and selfish desires not obscure its 
vision. Furthermore, truth and goodness 
depend upon one another, both are indispen- 
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sable the highest beauty. great style 
the expression noble soul, one that loves 
truth and goodness well beauty. 
short, the only truly happy man the one 
whom virtue, wisdom, and beauty are 
interwoven harmonious whole. 


The Religious Basis Unity 


Now, organic whole this sort 
possible only where there creative prin- 
ciple capable bringing all interests into 
relation with itself and with each other. The 
secular principle the independence and 
autonomy all interests, have seen, 
cannot provide such creative principle. This 
leaves two alternative principles unity 
competing for man’s allegiance our time: 
the political and the religious. Owing the 
weakening religion secularism, the 
political principle now the ascendency, 
large part the world, the form 
totalitarianism. The basis totalitarian unity 
nationalistic conception good; and all 
activities, economic and cultural well 
political, are ruthlessly subordinated it. 
The cruel tyranny and universal warfare which 
have resulted are directly traceable one 
fundamental error, that elevating the rela- 
tive goods limited group, the state, 
the level absolutes. Any group which falls 
into this error inevitably destroys the liberty 
its own members and all hope world 
community. turns itself into monstrous 
idol which can appeased sacrifice 
short slavery death. 

true organic unity unattainable 
these terms, not time for re- 
examine with the care deserves the alter- 
native offered religion? Religion has always 
claimed that provides creative principle 
which gives meaning all human thinking, 
valuing, and doing. 

The claim can stated single proposi- 
tion: religion brings our fragmentary truths 
and values into unity relating them 
infinite Reality and Goodness which transcends 
them all, transforms them taking them 
into its own service, and doing raises 
them higher dignity. put an- 
other way, religion urges that, and beyond 
all our seeking for truth and goodness, 
should seek the divine Source truth and 
goodness, and that only unite ourselves 
with that Source can attain fullness 
life. this claim true, obviously 

summarize: the assumption the 
autonomy human interests and values which 
dominates our secular culture best 
half-truth. Since implicitly denies the unity 
the spiritual life, attempt integrate 
various interests and values the basis 
this assumption can produce anything more 
than artificial synthesis. have urged, 
also, that the claim religion provide 
principle organic unity deserves careful 
examination. Finally, have warned that this 
principle, which refers all finite goods 
infinite Good their Source, must rightly 
understood. Far from demanding renuncia- 
tion even depreciation human inter- 
ests, raises them higher level 
worth. 
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The Secular Conception Democracy 


this argument sound, the analysis anq 
evaluation our religion, religion 
served the basis organic 
culture for more than thousand years, 
seem merit the support all who 
truth. But the other part thesis, which 
shall have present more briefly, equally 
essential it. This has with the 
gious basis our social institutions and mor 
consent, the greatest weakness democracy 
our secular age the individualism 
irresponsibility the citizens. significant 
that our belief the individual and 
liberties the one element the democratic 
faith which has not been weakened the 
growth secularism since the Civil War. 
Indeed, many seem have forgotten that 
dividual liberty only one several elements 
the democratic faith. Yet, everyone 
knows, the emphasis upon has tended 
make restive under restraint and dis. 
obedient law. have shown ourselves 
more eager assert our rights than 
acknowledge our duties. Too often have 
put our own interests, and those our group, 
above the welfare the community 
whole. Moreover, individualism, with its 
clusive emphasis upon liberties 
has had much with the alarming increase 
economic inequality since the Civil War. 
When one honestly faces the fact that millions 
his fellow citizens live state 
poverty and insecurity which embitters their 
relations with more fortunate groups and 
poisons their faith themselves and their 
country, one sees that the insistence upon 
unlimited liberty for some means, effect, 
the denial equality opportunity others. 
Finally, the denial practice the equality 
opportunity have always professed leads 
division the community into classes 
whose conflict with one another seems 
times almost destroy their sense brother- 
hood with one another. 

There conception democracy accord- 
ing which this state affairs normal, 
conception for which the liberty the 
individual everything while equality and 
fraternity are mere utopian fancies. 
conception which natural age 
secularism, because rests upon lofty 
religious assertions, about man and his good. 
Democracy, this view, simply political 
system consisting representative 
ment, freedom speech, majority rule, and 
other devices for making the will the people 
effective. is, put bluntly, technique 
which enables the majority get what they 
want when they want it, without forcing the 
minority into open rebellion. make work 
merely matter keeping its machinery 
running smoothly and finding ways com- 
promise amicably all conflicting 


Citizens groups will vote primarily for 


own interests. course, great emergency 
such economic depression the danger 
war may force degree real solidarity for 
time; but usual thing the citizens act 
atomic individuals governed 
desires. Thus, they are held together mere 
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enlightened self-interest, not deep sense 
common good. 

Now, this secular individualistic conception 
least has the merit describ- 


ing democracy its worst. But 


definition all democracy was 
intended be, democracy can make little 


moral superiority; indeed, much 
the criticism hurled totalitarian states 
justified and the only honest argument for 
democracy that the people democratic 
states prefer other systems. Since pref- 
erences this kind, however, are due large 
part the historical accidents birth, this 
amounts admission that the defense 
democracy against totalitarianism simply 
struggle brute force against brute force 
with reason and justice neither side. Surely 
those who founded and fought for our democ- 
racy believed grounds deeper than 
their own liking preference for it. 


The Religious Basis Democracy 


The driving force behind our democracy 
from the beginning has been high ideal 
human good, ideal which unintelligible 
apart from certain belief about man. The 
ideal, put briefly, the fulfillment 


personality community free men 


capable taking responsibility for their own 
destiny. But the belief human worth upon 
which this ideal based not easy 
state. may put terms the Greek 
and eighteenth-century view man 
rational being who distinguished from 
other species the animal kingdom the 
capacity govern his impulses and determine 
his ends for himself. This indispensable 
aspect the democratic theory; and must 
not allow the irrationality often observe 
men they are destroy our belief 
their potential rationality. But belief human 
worth may also put terms the Hebrew 
vision man creature made the 
image God and the Christian vision him 
animal belongs nature but spiritual 
being akin the Divine Principle and 
responsible the moral law the 
cosmos. 

this view more than the Greek view 
which lies the heart the modern demo- 
cratic faith. For the worth common human- 
ity and the equality and brotherhood all 
men are not primarily empirical generaliza- 
tions based upon observation men they 
are; they are ventures faith made those 
who can see the divine image, however dis- 
figured and obscured, all sorts and condi- 
tions men. the Gospels, Jesus represents 
God’s love reaching out, not merely 
poor and common men, but even publicans, 
prodigals, and sinners. His followers have 
believed that they, too, might and should 
something this outgoing love 
for all men. That why Christianity could 
become the religion slaves well 
countries has professed belief the worth 
common men, equality opportunity, 
and good will toward all men. If, and 
only if, our democracy rests upon such 
faith this, worthy our loyalty and 
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even our sacrifice the dark times that may 
lie ahead. 

not sufficient, however, point out 
the religious basis true conception 
democracy. Those who take their reli- 
gion seriously must enter the arena political 
conflict and seek approximate their vision 
the ideal community best they can with- 
the limits set human weakness and 
error. 

But the error against which must 
most our guard our country not that 
denying all connection religion with 
democracy, but that making democracy 
into religion. This grave danger; for 
religion which devoted exclusively human 
ends is, totalitarian fanaticism has shown, 
congenial our secular age. must keep 
clearly before our minds, therefore, the fact 
that religious faith looks the divine will 
rather than the will the majority the 
ultimate authority. The religious person can 
never identify vox populi with vox dei. 
may believe, with Aristotle, that the many are 
less likely corrupted than the few, and 
hold that their collective wisdom more 
trusted than that any elite: But will 
never tempted put his faith human 
utopia any kind, whether controlled 
the proletariat, the elite, the inspired leader, 
the middle class which may himself 
belong. For realizes how deeply self-love 
rooted the heart the natural man and 
how easily defeats the dreams reformers. 
knows, moreover, that while the religious 
ideal Kingdom God possible only 
the basis universal transformation 
human wills and hearts, democracy, like 
every other social system, must work with 
men they are, with all their weaknesses 
and errors. 

will well for remember this 
gird ourselves for the defense democ- 
racy, lest forget that the victory 
democracy the political sphere not the 
ultimate end, but one important phase the 
age-old struggle for universal brotherhood 
peace and love. This should not, however, 


from affirming the strongest 


possible way our conviction that democracy 
closer than any other political system 
this religious ideal. Though democracy not 
religion, its end that fullness life, for 
individual persons and for all persons, which 
religion also seeks. Democracy may not fully 
share the high conception fullness life 
held religion like Christianity. But unless 
becomes completely secular and forgets its 
own religious foundations, will least 
tolerate the preaching and practice that 
higher conception. its side, Christianity 
need ask from any political system only the 
opportunity survive and grow; 
system from within until becomes worthy 
instrument the Kingdom God. 


The Distinctive Nature Religious 
Study 


There quite different sort criticism 
which must also prepared meet and 
meet sympathetically. Those who have 
primary and very personal interest religion 
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may fear that the historical and philosophical 
approaches religion alike will too 
analytical bring into contact with the 
living essence religion. “If religion 
simply human they may say, 
can described the science reli- 
gion, its development traced the history 
religion, and its problems dealt with 
the philosophy religion. But caused, 
religious people have always claimed, 
the impact divine Reality upon human 
life, the most distinctive thing about its 
the finite reason. The deepest truths 
religion, therefore, must this life appear 
shrouded mystery.” Though would put 
the matter somewhat different way, this 
view seems right the crucial point. 
Reason can carry part the way, but 
cannot exhaust the fullness the divine 
Reality. Hence, the best proof religion must 
always the experience religion. Rational 
analysis evidence various kinds does 
enable arrive probable conclusions 
which are most important for religion. But 
such proofs should regarded not suffi- 
cient themselves provide full religious 
conviction, but confirmations from other 
sources insights which spring from 
gious experience. 

this true, the rational analysis 
religion which are undertaking should 
never allowed become substitute for 
the living experience religion. This means 
that the university chapel, the churches, and 
other religious organizations are indispensable 
allies any program religious instruction 
which effective. means also that 
the methods employed religious instruction 
must determined part the nature 
the subject Religion enlarges 
vision, stirs the feelings, and makes demands 
living, concrete experience, therefore, must 
be, not the reason alone, but the whole 
self. ask for impartial, objective study 
religion legitimate and, university, 
essential; but demand the student that, 
outside even inside the classroom, 
exclude all desires, all feelings, all hopes, all 
fears, the whole meaning life for 
him were not stake and could com- 
pletely indifferent the result the analysis, 
ask something impossible and inhuman. 
ask something, moreover, which 
accepted him would blind him the thing 
seeking. For religion can speak him 
personally only something which claims 
satisfy his deepest longings and give him 
peace and joy. can fully understood 
him only opens himself its persuasion 
and responds whenever comes home 
him. short, the analysis and evaluation 
religion from the outside, from the point 
view the observer, must supplemented 
intuition and identify oneself with 
feeling. 


Rationalism and Intellectual Pride 

have been arguing that age 
secularism like our own the claims reli- 
gion provide basis unity for the 
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cultural and spiritual life, well 
strengthen the faith democracy the 
dignity all men, need examined with 
special 

But would less than candid did 
not, conclusion, speak briefly the chief 
danger the success our program. That 
danger, opinion, lies the dry, hard 
rationalism which the besetting sin 
academic circles. Religion has always con- 
sidered such rationalism one its worst 
foes. There are two main reasons for this. 
The first that rationalism its extreme 
form has always been hostile religious 
faith. its milder form, rationalism has done 
good service religion exposing supersti- 
tion and fanaticism. But its more aggressive 
forms, has been destructive all religious 
belief because its insistence that assent 
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withheld from every belief which cannot 
conclusively demonstrated reason. Since 
strictly coercive demonstration impossible 
outside pure logic and mathematics, and 
probability alone can attained other 
fields, this insistence leads paralysis 
all belief, including the belief reason itself. 
Thus the rationalism Hume issues 
complete skepticism. Religion means 
the only victim this skepticism. Sooner 
later undermines all the beliefs and ideals 
which live—for which these can 
demonstrated beyond possibility doubt? 
—and the forms ethical relativism, 
aesthetic subjectivism, and political nihilism 
swallows all our standards value 
well our faith. 

The other and more subtle reason for the 
hostility religion rationalism that 


rationalism begets intellectual pride 


all its forms leads complacent 
sufficiency and renders men impervious 


religion hiding from them their 
needs. This particularly true 


causes men boast their superior 
the eyes men. the form 


pride causes them assume that they 


the truth and thus closes their minds deeper 


truth. St. Paul’s words, “Hath not God 


foolish the wisdom the world?” 
that humility alone appropriate for 
who faces the contrast between 


knowledge and the infinite wisdom 
But when pride intellectual achievemey 
dominates one’s life, becomes idol

The will one nation live must never mean 
the sentence death passed upon another. When this equality 
rights has been destroyed, attacked, threatened order 
demands that reparation made, and the measure and extent 
that reparation determined, not the sword nor the 
arbitrary decision self-interest, but the rules justice 
and reciprocal equity. 

This requires that the nations delivered from the 
slavery imposed upon them the race for armaments and 
from the danger that material force, instead serving 
protect the right, may become overbearing and tyrannical 
master. The order thus established requires mutually agreed 
organic progressive disarmament, spiritual well material, 
and security for the effective implementing such 
agreement. 

Some juridical institution which shall guarantee the loyal 
and faithful fulfillment conditions agreed upon and which 
shall case recognized need revise and correct them.

the expert psychologist and teacher. can 
amateur.
